Fingerprinting's 50th Anniversary 
Finds Half o f U. S. in FBI’s Files

WASHINGTON—The 50th an­ 
niversary o f the use o f fingerprints 
in o rganized po lice wo rk is being 
no ted by crimino lo gists, and there 
is a t least an even chance that the 
individual trademark o n the finger­ 
tips o f any given American no w 
may be fo und in the fabulo us files 
o f the Federal Bureau o f Investi­ 
gatio n here. 
The anniversary really has to do 
with the fo unding o f famo us Sco t­ 
land Yard’s fingerprint bureau in 
Lo ndo n, but it is an event being 
marked by all specialists in human 
identificatio n 
aro und 
the wo rld. 
The “ Yard” is the jealo us guardian 
o f the master file fo r all Euro pe. 
In the United States, the mo st 
no table date in the mo dem histo ry 
o f fingerprinting is little mo re than 
a quarter o f a century ago , when 
in 19 24 the ex tensive files o f the 
Natio nal Bureau o f Criminal In­ 
vestigatio n and the Leavenwo rth, 
Kan., penitentiary were co nso lidat­ 
ed in the headquarters o f the FBI. 
The FBI no w has mo re than 
1 0 8,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
fingerprint cards sto red 
in its six -sto ry building devo ted 
ex clusively to the elabo rate sy s­ 
tem. Two tho usand aides wo rk in 
the identificatio n sectio n, and 1.100 
in the file sectio n, co nstituting a 
team which can so rt o ut po sitive

in

o f these cards are 
in the criminal file; the rest are 
in the civilian file used principally 
fo r identificatio n purpo ses o nly .

A natio nal check 
pro tectio n o rganizatio n is using an 
invisible thumbprint, and 45 fo rg­ 
ery co nvictio ns have been o btained 
fro m them. 
Many po pular beliefs abo ut fin­ 
gerprints are my ths, say the ex ­ 
perts. Fo r instance, picking up a 
murder weapo n with a handker­ 
chief do es no t pro tect the prints; 
it almo st certainly destro y s them. 
Fingerprints are very fragile, 
until they are carefully preserved 
and reduced to a permanent reco rd 
a t the FBI.

Fingerprinting's 50th Anniversary 
Finds Half of U. S. in FBFs Files

WASHINGTON—The 60th an­ 
niversary of the use of fingerprints 
in organized police work is being 
noted by criminologists, and there 
is at least an even chance that the 
individual trademark on the finger­ 
tips of any given American now 
may be found in the fabulous files 
of the Federal Bureau of Investi­ 
gation here. 
The anniversary really ha# to do 
with the founding of famous Scot­ 
land Yard's fingerprint bureau in 
London, but it is an event being 
marked by all specialists in human 
identification around the world. 
The ‘'Yard" is the jealous guardian 
of the master file for all Europe. 
In the United States, the most 
notable date in the modem history 
of fingerprinting is little more than 
a quarter of a century ago, when 
in 1924 the extensive files of the 
National Bureau of Criminal In­ 
vestigation and the Leavenworth, 
Ran., penitentiary were consolidat­ 
ed in the headquarters of the FBI. 
The FBI now has more than 
108.000,000 fingerprint cards stored 
in its six-story building devoted 
exclusively to the elaborate sys­ 
tem. Two thousand aides w’ork in 
the identification section, and 1.100 
in the file section, constituting a 
team which can sort out positive 
identification 
in 
a 
matter 
of 
minutes. 
Some 7,500,000 of these cards are 
in the criminal file; the rest are 
in the civilian file used principally 
for identification purposes only.

,1. KIN.AK HOOVER, the FBI 
chief, is particularly proud of the

everyone should make it a point to 
provide his fingerprints until the I 
records of the Bureau are com-I 
plete for the entire country.

IDENTIFICATIONS are accom­ 
plished because of the simple fact 
that the patterns of any fingerprint 
in the world can be classified into 
one of eight types: plain, arch, 
tented arch, right loop, whorl, cen­ 
tral pocket loop, double loop, or 
accidental. 
Once the gross classification is 
made, the FBI laboratory usually 
has narrowed the possibilities to a 
pack of from IOO to 400 cards. 
Experts then quickly complete the 
visual comparison. 
The modern era of fingerprinting 
dates hack to studies made in 1823 
by J. E. Purkinje, a physiologist 
at the University of Breslau. He 
demonstrated the two basic things 


that make the system possible: 
that fingerprints do not vary from 
birth to death, and no two person# 
are identical. 
lf either of these ever were 
proved false, the whole system 
w’ould fail. In fact, it tottered two 
years ago when a 52-year-old post­ 
man In Houston had fingers which 
were so badly worn from handling 
letters for 22 years that print# 
could not be obtained by ordinary 
method#. However, expert# used 
chemicals to bring them out clearly 
and all was safe. 
A celebrated Scotland Yard cass 
Indicates that fingerprints can per­ 
sist even after death. Thumbprints 
are used on pension claims in Eng­ 
land, and an investigation of bene­ 
fits going to a man who would 
have been 120 years old revealed 
that his family had cut off his 
thumb when he died, mummified 
it, and used it regularly to collect 
his checks.

CRIM INAL suspects have tried 
almost everything in an effort to 
obliterate their prints, including 
scarring, sandpapering and burn­ 
ing, but all their pains have been 
for naught. 
Although the Idea of elaborate 
classifications is strictly modem, 
the Romans used a palm print In 
a trial in the First Century, the 
Chinese used fingerprint signatures 
in the Tang dynasty, A. D. 618, 
and a Persian historian wrote in 
1303 that no two prints ever are 
alike. 
The world-wide system is grow­ 
ing rapidly. FBI records are linked 
with those of Scotland Yard and 
70 other countries. Several differ­ 
ent systems are used, the English 
recording only a single print while 
the FBI takes all IO digit#, but 
they w’ork together nicely. 
New uses of fingerprints are con­ 
tinually being discovered. In some 
hospitals newly-born babies and 
their mothers are printed jointly 
in the delivery room to guard 
against the bogey of mixups in 
maternity wards. A national check 
protection organization Is using an 
invisible thumbprint, and 45 forg­ 
ery convictions have been obtained 
from them. 
Many popular beliefs about fin­ 
gerprints are myths, say the ex­ 
perts. For instance, picking up a 
murder weapon with a handker­ 
chief does not protect the prints; 
it almost certainly destroys them. 
Fingerprints are very fragile, 
until they are carefully preserved 
and reduced to a permanent record 
at the FBI. Then they become 
almost immortal.

Ill-Fated First American Newspaper 
Planted Seeds of Today’s Free Press

BOSTON, Mass. — In times of 
national peril such as these, we 
Americans find ourselves talking 
about our free press. In fact we 
do a lot of talking. A visitor from 
Mars might get the impression 
that this free press we talk about 
is a natural phenomenon something 
like the atmosphere that surrounds 
the globe. 
So it might be well to take a 
look 260 years ago to the first 
newspaper published In America, 
fully a generation 
before this 
nation—or any other nation for 
that matter—produced anything 
approaching a free newspaper. 
Without advance warning or 
fanfare, Publick Occurrences ap­ 
peared in Boston. The date was 
Sept. 25, 1690. not so very long 
ago as time i# measured in his­ 
tory. 
This first newspaper published 
on the American continent lasted 
just one issue. The editor and pub­ 
lisher and printer-one Benjamin 
Harris—printed some unkind state­ 
ment# about the conduct of the 
war against the French.

• 
BOSTON wa* a thriving colonial 
•ettlement when Harris arrived 
from London. According to town 
records this date was 1687. lf ever 
a community*needed a man of his 
talents. Boston needed Harris. 
That Harris was suppressed and 
driven back to london wa# the 
misfortune of Boston. The com­ 
munity wa# not liberal enough to 


accept thi# "brisk asserter of Eng­ 
lish liberties.” 
The records say little about 
Harris, although he left his Im­ 
print on the Journalism of two 
nations and was a principal advo­ 
cate of a free and unfettered press. 
Tracing the life of Harris has 
brought to light little knowledge 
of the man; there isn’t a biography 
of the man whose activities led to 
impeachment of a j u d g e and a 
prosecutor. 
rhis came about In this way: 
Harris started a periodical called 
Domestic Intelligence. Newspapers 
were forbidden by decree. 
But 
Harris managed to keep alive the 
Whig fight against the Tones and 
religious persecutions.

EARLY in 1680 he was arrested 
for a critical article about the 
King. He was tried before Chief 
Justice Scroggs by the Infamous 
Jeffreys. 
What is preserved of the court 
records show the courage of this 
pioneer journalist availed him not, 
although he was aonvlcted In a 
court so morally defective that his 
trial was later used as a principal 
means of impeaching both judge 
and prosecutor. 
Still, Harris was forced to serve 
his sentence In jail and subsequent 
humiliation 
Publick Occurrences was pub­ 
lished in the “London Coffee House” 
in Boston. The edition was printed 
on three pages of a folded sheet 
with the fourth left blank for per­ 
sonal messages of the subscriber.

DAWNING ROCKET ERA 
WITH U. S. rocket planes flying at twice 
the speed of sound at an altitude of 13 
miles, and with the ingenuity of science 
making constant progress in this field, it is 
conceivable that the air force the nation is 
building at tremendous cost will be obso­ 
lete in the foreseeable future.

Similarly, the Constitution was bypassed 
at Teheran and Yalta, the decisions reach­ 
ed at those conferences not being conclud­ 
ed in treaties and therefore never being re­ 
ferred to the senate for ratification as the 
Constitution clearly provides. 
Congress cannot do anything about this, 
particularly as any changes in the Teheran 
and Yalta agreements can only lead to 
war. But the time has come to call a halt 
to unconstitutional procedures. 
The founding fathers, wfith rare wisdom, 
rejected the concept of secret diplomacy, 
recognizing that the best-intentioned men 
often move into queer mazes in the de­ 
spairs of partisan politics. Therefore, they 
provided that although the President con­ 
ducts the foreign policy of the United 
States, he must, constitutionally, in time 
place the entire matter before the Senate 
for ratification. 
Of course, if the Senate waives its consti­ 
tutional authority and integrity, nothing 
can be done about it. The bipartisan for­ 
eign policy, product of the thinking of Sen­ 
ator Vandenberg, John Foster D u l l e s , 
Thomas E. Dewey, General George M ar­ 
shall and Secretary of State Cordell Hull, 
weakened the authority of the Senate by 
removing the minority party from know­ 
ledge of and opposition to national policies. 
Like so many other World War II meas­ 
ures which did not work out, the bipartisan 
foreign policy seemed to be the right thing 
to do to many Republicans, even to some 
who disagreed with the Harry Hopkins pro­ 
gram of appeasement of Soviet Russia. 
Furthermore, with great skill, the pro­ 
gram of bipartisanship was sold to the 
country and few' politicians wrere willing to 
risk opposition to it. Therefore, for a pro­ 
longed period, the bipartisan foreign pol­ 
icy was accepted by large numbers as sac­ 
rosanct. 
The State Department used this policy to 
evade consultation with the Senate, even 
on matters which later required ratifica­ 
tion. It became clear, during the MacArth­ 
ur hearings, that few senators, even on the 
foreign relations committee of the Senate, 
were adequately informed concerning m at­ 
ters which involved war and the loss of Am­ 
erican lives. The minority partner of bi­ 
partisanship was never informed, consult­ 
ed or recognized once it had consented to 
bipartisanship. It was more a public rela­ 
tions activity than a procedure of govern­ 
ment. 
President Roosevelt was careful to keep 
Senator Vandenberg informed. President 
Truman selected his ow n Repub I i c a n s 
whom he recognized as proxies for that 
party. Bv this device, he was able to say 
that*he even bad Republicans in the State 
Department and therefore it was not nec­ 
essary to deal either with Republican 
members of the foreign relations commit­ 
tee or the Republican leadership in Con­ 
gress. By utilizing the services of Dulles, 
he paid his complete debt to bipartisan­ 
ship.

Care of the Chronically ll 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
THE medical scientist does not 
need to sigh for new worlds to 
conquer. During the past few 
years we have triumphed over 
many of the acute infectious dis­ 
eases only to become increasingly 
aware of the great burden of sick­ 
ness and disability caused by 
chronic or long-term Illness. 
It is in this field that much 
medical attention is now being 
concentrated, not only in the 
hope of preventing many of these 
ailments, but also In the attem pt 
to bring about the happy adjust­ 
ment of those tfho, though they 
cannot look forward to complete 
cures, can still lead useful lives if 
they learn lo live within their 
physical means. 


Chronic Diseases 
The scope of the problem Is 
great, for the roster of chronic 
diseases includes such conditions 
as heart disease, hardening of 
the arteries, high blood pressure, 
nervous and mental disorders, 
arthritic ailments, kidney condi­ 
tions, tuberculosis, cancer, dia­ 
betes, hay fever and asthma. 
The problem not only involves 
providing those who need it with 
proper institutional care, bul also 
finding 
means of 
prevention, 
ways oi earlier diagnosis, and 
means of rehabilitation for those 
who are past the danger period 
of the disease. 
The proper physical and men­ 


i a l therapy during convalescence 
can do much to bring such people 
back to usefulness despite certain 
handicaps which may remain. In 
every instance an attem pt should 
I be made to return them to useful 
work as soon as possible. The pa­ 
tient should not be left a burden 
to society by becoming a perma­ 
n e n t in.stitufional in h a b ita n t. 
Every eft rt should be made to 
teach him some form of activity 
‘ so that he may again make him- 
self ii, ful to ’he community and 
thereby feel useful within him- 
! self.

lls chronically 111 may be given 
proper mental and physical guid- 
' ance in order th at he may re- 
1 establish himself in his com­ 
munity.

The danger in this method is 
that the people have no way of 
knowing what they are pledged 
to until it is too late to do any ­ 
thing about it. The Korean war, 
which has been our first military 
defeat, is a case in point. What 
would have happened on June

in session to pass a joint resolu­ 
tion declaring war? It is even 
possible that they 
might not 
have done it or that they would 
have demanded information now 
available but then not known 
even to high officials of the gov­ 
ernment. 
For 
instance, had Congress 
known then that Dean Acheson 
had committed the United States 
to Great Britain to recognize 
Soviet China—would 
Congress 
have risked this war? 
Yet, the responsibility for war 
rests strictly upon Congress and 
the responsibility for a treaty be­ 
tween the United States and a 
new government involving recog­ 
nition, peace, amity , trade must 
be ratified by the Senate. 
The issue can no longer be 
whether the bipartisan foreign 
policy is sound or not; it is whe­ 
ther the Constitution functions. 
That question ought not to be 
ignored by 
members of Con­ 
gress. particularly of the Senate, 
if that body is to be respected by 
the American people. Its respon­ 
sibilities are clear and cannot be 
dodged. If it retreats from those 
responsibilities and permits an 
unconstitutional procedure in the 
field of foreign relations, the 
Senate is in default and Ameri­ 
cans must then ponder the ef-
